Make your favorite biscuit dough 
a little softer and richer than 
usual, Preheat waffle iron and 
sed a spoonful of the dough into 
each section. Bake about 3 m 1- 
utes, or until done. Serve very 
hot. These are delicious with but- 
ter and honey that has been mixed 
and beaten to a fiuffy cream, 

Buckwheat Cakes 


Here is a recipe for real old- 
fashioned buckwheat cakes that 
have the texture and delicious 
yeasty flayor of those that grand- 
mother used to make. Scald I cup 
milk and set aside to cool. Soften 
1 cake of compressed yeast in 4 
cup lukewarm water. Add 1 cup 
lukewarm water to the cooled milk 
with the softened yeast, 1 teaspoon 
salt and 2'2 cups unsifted buck- 
wheat flour. Stir until’ smooth 
and set aside, covered with a clean 
towel, until morning. In the morn- 
ing add '% cup additional milk 
and 1 teaspoon soda dissolved in 
1 tablespoon cold water. Beat and 
bake on a hot griddle.
